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EOTEC COVERS by FEO JARRETT 


Editors Note:—With the turn of the 
century and for, perhaps, a decade later— 
before the automobile, radio and factory 
production line speeded up the tempo of 
life there existed an era, now gone—save 
for its memories. A period when people 
had the time to become better acquainted, 
make friendships and cultivate concern for 
another’s comfort. Today and for a double 
decade ‘back we live a life of hurry-burry 
and bustle. A dollar has shrunk to a two- 
bit dimension, as comipared to yesteryear. 
Business has /become an impersonal affair 
with the operator oftimes haunted by & 
worried look that forbids time to frater- 
nize with his public. 

Mr. Jarrett’s article on ‘‘Hotel Covers” 
touches but one angle of a period when 
‘the human equation compensated largely 
for lack of the many modern inventions 
and services now offered for a stream- 
lined way of Life. 





Do you collect “hotel” covers? No, 
I didn’t think so. Why do I collect 
them? Well, brother, come into the 
bar with me, place your elbow on the 
mahogany and your foot on the brass 
rail, and Pll tell you about it. 

A bona fide collector of hotel cov- 
ers should (a) hold a commercial 
traveller’s certificate of many years 
standing, (b) be able to reminisce 
about the hotel “that used to stand 
on this site,” and (c) have been a 
guest in the best and the worst from 
the days when whiskey was ten cents 
and beer five cents a bottle. When 
you have been a frequent guest over 
may years in hotels large and small, 
good and bad, pictures of them on 
envelopes may rouse a feeling of 
nostalgia. The envelope may look like 
the envelope you remember mailing 
from that very hotel, back in the days 
when—and suddenly you are con- 
scious of change and decay, and the 
passing into the dim past of many 
happy associations. You recall a 
warm room on a certaiin cold winter 
night, revels in the bar, where men 
were men, a proprietor you called 
Curley, or Slim, or Eddie, waitresses 
who knew you by your first name, the 
week-end you were ill and the prop- 
rietor’s wife saw that proper food was 
sent up to you, the time the boys took 
you to the cleaners in the back room, 
the comradeship of the road, the lusty 


individualism, all changed now. 
My earliest cover shows “St. Lawrence 


Hall, Great St. James Street, Montreal, H. 


Hogan, Proprietor,’ dated Sp. 65. The 
building resembles old St. Lawrence Hall, 
now ia market, on King St. Bast, Toronto. 
The name was popular, for I have three 
St. Lawrence Halls. 

Dated De 67 is a cover with an illustrat- 
ion of “Newbiggine House, Late Clarendon 
Hotel, Nos. 28-30-32 Front St., Toronto,” a 
weird-looking four-storey firetrap. A gent- 
leman is out for a canter on his saddle 
pony; behind a spirited team driven by a 
coashman sit two ladies in a ‘barouche; a 
horse and cart stand idly by awaiting the 
return of the driver (from the bar) and in 
front of the tavern may be seen two 
gentlemen expostulating, one of them hav- 
ing difficulty keeping erect. The hour is 
perhaps 10.30 a.m., and this may have 
been one of those hotels where drinks 
were free up to 12 noon. The patrons, we 
are told, took their brandies, Scotches and 
ryes neat all afternoon and late into the 
night, then sobered wp next morning on 
long tall ones with lemon and sugar, 
whites of eggs, and plenty of gin. This 
hotel became the Clarendion again in later 
years, catering to farmers who attended 
the nearby market. I dined there in 1913. 

Dated Ju 69 a little gem appears in the 
form of a neat cover from the “Tecumseh 
House, London, Ont., J. C. Derby, Man- 
ager.” The American flag flies above the 
ladies’ entrance, where a coachman has 
brought his carriage and pair to a stop to 
permit two spinster ladies to alight. The 
Union Jack flies over the front entrance 
where two closed cabs are about to dash 
off to the station (across the road) and on 
the sidewalk (which would be wooden 
planks) may be seen a motley group in- 
cluding a lady in hoop skirt holding a 
long-handled parasol. 

“But,” asks a traveler who once tried to 
sleep on the south side of that hostelry, 
now torn down, “wasn’t there a locomot- 
ive in the picture?’ Yes indeed, “she'll 
be comin’ round the corner when she 
comes,’ and there she rattles now—one of 
those old woodburners with a potbellied 
Tunnel and a cowcatcher that really scoop- 
ed up cows. As late as 1912 I have been 
awakened in the night expecting to see 
trains tear right across the foot of my 
bed, for certainly I heard them plainly 
enough. In the dining room the dishes 
rattled on the table as trains thundered 
by next to the south wall. Such  illust- 
rations as these, taken from photographs, 
record accurately the carriages, horse- 
drawn cars, and costumes of the period. 

The: early hotels catered principally to 
the commercial traveler, who was hotel- 
wise, and hotels patronized by “drum- 
mers” could be depended on. Hence many 
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were called “Commercial.” The most com- 
mon name was “The Queen’s.” Every city 
and town must have had, at one time or 
another, a Queen’s Hotel, the inference 
probably being that a hotel with that 
name was good enough for Queen Victoria, 
whose long and popular reign was nearing 
its close during the period under review. 

Such names as the Royal, Imperial, Vic- 
toria, Windsor, Balmoral, and Palace were 
common, denoting a connection with the 
mother country. “Hotel Albion” is fre- 
quently noted. There was a “British Lion,” 
but Canada did not seem to adopt the 
picturesque names that characterized the 
old-world taverns. There were Wellingtons, 
Dufferins, and Elgins. There was the 
“Central’, so named for obvious reasons, 
and the Grand, Grand Central, Mansion 
House, Union and Grand Union, Globe, 
Dominion (after Confederation) Ocean, 
promising views, Railroad House, catering 
to reailroad men, the Oriental, not cater- 
ing to Chinese laundrymen so much as 
encouraging ideas or oriental luxury andi 
splendour, and the “Farmer's” where 
patrons picked their teeth with deerhorn 
toothpicks and needed plenty of elbow 
room, but where the food was wholesome 
and plentiful. In later years I recall din- 
ing at the Orillia House, Orillia, Ontario. 
Some distinction having been thought ad- 
visable, one long table bore’ a sign reading 
“Farmers’ Table.” The white-collar boys 
sat elsewhere and paid 50c for their meal. 
I joined the farmers later when I discov- 
ered they paid 25c for the same meal. 

Hotels prior to 1900 offered such induce- 
ments as “Omnibus to and from all 
trains,” “Opposite GTR Depot” (Station 
wasn’t used), “Near Custom House, Post 
Office and Principal Banks,” “Livery 
Stable in Connection”, “Bathrooms, bil- 
iard rooms, barber shop, electric bells,” 
(hot and cold running bellhops were un- 
known), and one shows a Masonic emblem 
and mentions “Good stabling, attentive 
hostler.” “‘Choicest brands of wines, liq- 
uors and cigars” is frequently mentioned. 
The old Rossin House, Tooronto, claimed 
to be “One of the most unexceptional 
first-class hotels in North America.” One 
“guaranteed a first-class table, clean beds, 
a No. 1 Hostler, and special rates to com- 
mercial travellers.” Imagine that, when 
the regular rates were one dollar a day 
for room and meals! Only a few weeks ago 
I paid $5.50 for my room in Vancouver. 
How times have changed! 


CANADIAN TOPICS 
BY PHIL ATTS. 
“The column that defies classification” 
—Chronicles of Pollock. 








Mr. A. Stanley Deaville, the head of the 
Canadian Philatelic Agency, has just re- 
turned from a trip across Canada. And 
that reminds me . . . in a recent number 
of “Stamps”, in ©. N. Allen’s column, 
“Here’s Your Answer’, a well deserved 


tribute is paid Mr. Deaville and his staff, 
Our philatelic agency is described as “The 
best in the world”. 

A few days ago I was shown what is 
probably the sixth Riel ‘(Republique Can- 
adienne’’ stamp to be reported. This one, 
owned by Sidney Forrest of Ottawa, has 
something in addition. It has a large 
watermark showing the letters “AT” al- 
most centered in the stamp. This might 
be a clue to some further information 
about this questionable “Essay”. 

Sooner or later every stamp collector 
learns that there is a post office in Nor- 
way called “Hell”. The last number of 
“The American Philaitelist’.draws this to 
my attention again with a large cut of a 
cover from this “hot-spot’. But, did you 
know that we once had in Ontario a. 
post office called ‘‘Paradise’’—and not far 
from Hamilton either. 

And speaking of postmarks, I recently 
added a “Fort Garry’ to my collection. 
I am interested to know how long this 
mark was used. No doubt it has been writ- 
ten up before. Will someone drop me a 
line with a little information? 


There’s always something new under 
the sun. F’rinstance, in the last Bulletin 
of the “Canadian Weekly Newspapers As- 
sociation” a nice write-up of “Popular 
Stamps” appears with a few boquets to 
Mac, the Editor. Hiya! Mac, how’s your 
hat fit? 

Mave been looking around lately for a 
“Yorkton Stamp Exhibition” slogan can- 
cellation. Even approached the gentleman 
who was responsible for its use. Not yet 
able to get one. This is a scarce item. In 
fact anyone having two would confer a 
favor on Mr. Att’s boy “Phil” by getting 
in touch with the latter. (This mark is 
No. 1442, Jarrett). 

I hear the Ottawa Philatelic Society is 
interested in determining as nearly as 
may be, the quantities of the Cartier 
“Wide Gutter’ variety, also the same as 
to “The Weeping Princess” variety of the 
One Cent Silver Jubilee, 1935. All other 
stories to the contrary the “Weeping Prin- 
cess” variety was caused by a loose particle 
of steel, which somehow or other became 
adhered to the plate and eventually came 
off attached to a sheet, which said sheet 
“Believe it or Not’? now rests in the album 
of a well-known Toronto collector. 

You should be reading this column just 
about on the fifth anniversary of the 
“First Day” of the Canadian Royal Visit 
stamps. Great quantities of water have 
flowed under the bridge since then. May 
17th, 1939, at 10.30 a.m., at Quebec City, 
was the time of the “Royal Landing”. It 
was an historic event for the U.S.A., too. 

And that reminds me. I recently picked 
up the number of “The American Philat- 
elist” in which Frankin D. Roosevelt’s ap- 
plication for membership in the ‘A.P.S.” 
was published. His sponsors were Percy 
Doane and Max Ohlman. That was in 1931. 
President Roosevelt’s occupation was given 
as “Governor”. And a lot of water has 
passed under the bridge since then, too.

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LAKE ERIE MARKINGS 


By F. W. CAMPBELL 
Route 5, Royal Oak, Mich 





No Lake Brie markings as such exist, but 
that north shore was settled rather fast 
in the district around Long Point in early 
1800’s where a long swampy island projects 
into the Lake. 

Postoffices were plentiful there, but 
mail was not abundant, except at Vit- 
toria. I have correspondence of Francis L. 
Walsh, who apparently was a land survey- 
oz who came from Niagara district in 1805 
or so and finally settled at Vittoria, where 
he was postmaster, and held several 
county jobs. 

Eventually he was one of the Ontario 
legislators in the 40’s. 





The Vittoria mark illustrated here is 
from his correspondence, and he was one 
ot the few postmasters who commonly 
backstamped mail. One of my neatest cov- 
ers is from Howard (now Morpeth, likely) 
to Vittoria in winter of 1844, both post- 
marks being perfection copies, which is 
unusual at that period. The trip of 90 
miles between the two places was made 
in two days—and we can well imagine the 
winter trip over crispy snow by horseback 
or cutter in delivering the small mail 
sack which carried this free letter—post- 
masters got ‘em free it seems. Both dates 
are written into the centre of marking— 
quite a job. Vittoria soon had an inch 
wide gothic type mark with date inserted, 
put I have not seen a later Howard (if it 
exists). 

Bayham illustration is from a small 
place nearby and the marker was evidently 
made from a typeset design in a brass 
rule. Several places about that date had 
such homemade cancellers—such places as 
Simcoe, By-Town, York, Queenston, Stan- 
stead, etc. 

Bayham. soon followed with the stand- 
ard design so common in the 40’s, a 30 
mm. wide design with interrupted circles 
at bottom, followed in the 0's with an 
inch wide design with type date, standard 
then. Bayham, at least, kept up-to-date 
in style of ۲06110۰. 

A map of that section dated 1852 shows 
many settlements that still exist, and are 
about same size as they were then, be- 


cause the railway missed them. I was born 
just west of there and my boyhood am- 
bition was to see Port Rowan. Well, many 
years later I first saw it in a Model T 
chugging along in low gear along a sandy 
road. 

Port Rowan had one of the first inch 
wide gothic borderless cancels in Ontario, 
in 1846, with date written in. Later a type 
date appeared. I have wondered if this 
Ms. date style had type inserted later 
without buying a new instrument. 

Other places nearby with early post- 
marks are Fredericksburg, Port Talbot, 
Rainham, Walsingham, Vienna, Walpole, 
Port Dover, Aylmer, Normandale, Sparta.

Who printed the first issue of Bill 
Stamps? And if we can answer this ques- 
tio, who perforated them? 


If we can’t answer the first question, 
and we can discover who did the perfor- 
ating, will this indicate who did the print- 
ing? 

When an archaeologist discovers some- 
thing “new” in pottery or sculpture, in a 
piace where it should not be, or does not 
belong, and he is unable to discover its 
origin and antecedents by its environment, 
he resorts to other methods. 

The most reliable of these is comparison 
with a series of similar artifacts, which 
have been studied and arranged to deter- 
mine sequence dating. 

Thus it happens that many things which 
have traveled far from their place of ori- 
gin, have been passed on by inheritance 
through several generations, finally buried 
with their last owner, then dug up and 
thrown away to land in another grave of 
different period, perhaps by hundreds of 
years, are nevertheless correctly identified, 
and eventually assigned to their proper 
place. 

Suppose we apply some of this method 
to the Bill Stamps of the first issue, which 
we have been told were produced by a 
firm as yet unidentified. Our first task is 
to find their protoype, and in the case of 
the values from lic to 9c, and the dollar 
values, this offers no difficulty whatever. 
The ‘basic inspiration for the values from 
10c to 50c I have been unable to locate, 
and likely there is none, and they are only 
variations of the original theme, using an 
octagonal instead of an oval frame for the 
medallion. 

The prototype of the cent and dollar val- 
ues is the lc postage stamp of 1859, illus- 
tration 7 of Gibbons, or AT of Scott. 
There is no possible basis for doubting 
this. Medallion, cross-hatching of back- 
ground, style of lettering in the ovals, 
ornaments separating top and bottom in- 
scriptions, are identical, only the wording 
being different. The only additions are 
the numerals in the upper spandrels, and 
the value labels at bottom. There are 
numerous precedents for the numerals, as 
nine of the first eleven types’ of postage 
stamps have them, while the 2c stamp of 
1864, said to have been issued August l, 
or fifteen days before the Bill Stamps, 
shows the same central design and frame, 
with the numerals in all four spandrels, 
but NOT the cross-hatched background. 
The only thing original or unusual about 
the Bill Stamps is the bottom value label. 
For this there seems to be no prototype, 
and doubtless it was added as an ident- 
ifying characteristic. 


Now, we know that the first issues of 
Canada were produced by Messrs. Rawdon, 
Wright, Hatch, and Edson, of New York, 
and that this firm became the American 
Bank Note Company in 1858, some four- 
teen months before the appearance of the 
first “cents” issue of Canada. 


It seems reasonable to suppose that 
either (1) the American Bank Note Co. 
stereotyped the plates for these stamps, 
or (2) sent master dies to either Montreal 
or Ottawa, where the plates were made. 

But if the plates were made by the A.B. 
N.C., this does not necessarily mean that 
they printed the stamps: the Plates may 
have been sent to Canada. 


This would seem to be indicated by the 
fact that the perforations are various 
combinations of 1214 and 1314, while Jar- 
rett has gone so far as to say, in his 
pamphiet CANADA BILL STAMPS, that 
there are 12 3/4, 1314 and 13 3/4 perfs., 
with the result that we have eight var- 
ieties of perforations, 


We know very well that the A.B.N.Co. 
did not perforate stamps in any guage ex- 
cept TWELVE, so these perforations must 
have ‘been applied somewhere in Canada. 

Hence this seems to rule out the possi- 
bility that the A.B.N.Co. of New York 
could have printed them, as it is in the 
highest degree unlikely that they would 
produce an issue of stamps: and ship them 
unfinished, i.e., imperforate. 

This, then, narrows our investigation 
down to the production of the stereo- 
types from master dies. The firm which 
did this must have had business relations 
with the A.B.N.Co., and friendly ones. 
And furthermore, this firm must have 
owned either one or two Perkins, Bacon 
+ Co. perforating machines. 

What firm in Canada owned such ma- 
chines in 1864? This should not be dif- 
ficult to discover. Few firms owned such 
apparatus, and when they did, if the per- 
forations showed much variation, they 
were produced by P. B. + Co. machines. 

We can confirm this by reference to 
the Barbados perforations, which by 1861 
had run from 11 to 16, with all sorts of 
gauges on one machine, or else only 
1214, say,, or 14, as in 1860. 

To whom did Messrs. Perkins, Bacon + 
Co. sell such machines? If we can discov- 
er this, we have found out who perforated 
the stamps, ‘and we are on the way to 
identifying the printer and stereotyper. 

Senator Calder has shown that the per- 
forations on the 1859 issue of Canada 
may be used to identify the printings, but 
not one of these variations is more than 
14. I. e., the normal 12 of the A.B.N.Co’s. 
miachines may be 1134. BUT IT IS NEVER 
1214. In other words the variation is due 
to just exactly one ‘thing, and that is 
shrinkage of paper which may amount to 
even 144 a unit of guage. 

So that undoubtedly we have the same 
condition of affairs when we face all these

perforation varieties listed) by Jarrett. Or 
if they are not due to paper shrinkage, 
they are due to irregularities in the per- 
forating machines. This is undoulbtedly 
positive, because we know, beyond all per- 
adventure of doubt that these machines 
were very expensive, difficult to fabricate, 
and produced various 
ation. 

So it is in the highest degree unlikely, 
if not absolutely imipossilble, that any 
firm in the world owned FIVE of these 
machines, and it is, in fact, improbable 
that any concern but a government print- 
ing establishment or a very lange corp- 
oration, owned even TWO of them. 

For particulars regarding these ma- 
chines see Stanley Gibbons’ hand books, 
by Bacon and Napier, where complete de- 
tails may be found. 

At any rate, what we urgently want to 
know is, who owned the apparatus used 
to perforate the first issue of Canada Bill 
Stamps? Once we discover that, we are 
prepared to place them in their correct 
niche as regards printer and stereotyper.

BY BILL STAMP. 


There’s nothing like a little bonfire to 
bring a weasel out of his burrow! Ole Bill 
was snoozing comfortably in retirement 
until March P.S. introduced the new and 
interesting Fiscal Inklings column by L. 
A. Mann ... but Mann’s challenging the 
control-colors on Canadian revs. was just 
like wavin’ a red banner. . . so here comes 
Ole Bill a-gallopin’! 

First of all, Aged William would like to 
admit that the question of the blue vs. 
purple controls is an annoying andi baf- 
fling one—which is why he has vainly 
pleaded, time and again, for the volunteer 
services of . some chemist. It is only 
through chemical analysis of the inks em- 
ployed (William will gladly supply the 
stamps for the testing!) that we are ever 
going to solve this problem. Because the 
average eye, while it can discern the dif- 
ference between marked shades of deep 
purple and bright blue, cannot tell which 
is blue and which is purple when each 
Shade is dulled. 


But Ole Bill contends vigorously that L. 
A. Mann is absolutely wrong when he al- 
lows they’re all one and the same thing. 
If the mysterious Mr. Mann will get in 
touch with Ole Bill direct, your Revenews- 
boy will be glad to send him samples of 
the inks that could not possibly be con- 
fused by any other than a colorblind 
Choctaw on a cloudy night. 

Ole Bill believes that when (if ever) 
the problem is solved, it will turn out that 
these two shades came from two different 
inking machines. Why does he think so? 
Well—iisten: 

Gas Inspection, Series 1897, $10 denom- 
ination, control #069261 to 069281, a strip 
of five stamps, with serialization progress- 
ing in fives—(1-6-1-6-1)—is in Ole Bill's 
collection. This is controlled in purple ink. 

Gas Inspection, same series, $2 denon- 
ination, control #069398, a single copy, is 
also in Ole Bils collection—pale blue 
control. 

But the difference in these controls is 
not in the color alone. The very shape of 
the control figures is different. Below are 
graphed the differences in the shape of 
-the numbers. 


Purple 
0 214 mm. wide 
6 large flat loop small round loop 
9 normial tail tail curves back. 


These are only the differences apparent 
in the figures involved in this one search, 
but Ole Bill has no doubt there are sim- 
liar differences in all the figures involved. 

As to the matter of writing to the Am- 
erican Bank Note Company for the infor- 
mation—swell idea! Why doesn’t Û. A.

Mann try it—and see if HIS letters get any . 
response? Ole Bill’s tired of wasting post- 
age. 

Regarding the 25c carmine Electric 
Light—Ole Bill would like to point out 
that this subject has been studied in a 
recent release of the C.R.S. It has been 
reasonably well established that there was 
a special printing (circa 1901) of the 25c 
carmine and 60c vermilion on vertically 
woven paper, contrasting with the hori- 
zontal wove used on all other printings. 
So much for that. 

Though absent from P.S., Ole Bill has 
not been idle. He’s studying the “secret 
marks” on Canadian revenues, and is on 
the trail of a solution to this problem. 
Turns out that there are secret marks on 
excises, cigarettes, tobaccos, snuffs, strips, 
customs—even on the first issue War Sav- 
ings Stamp (ah-hah! Didn’t know that, 
did you, kiddiies?). These begin at AA, and 
appear to run in a permutational series 
(1.€., through AZ, BB-BZ, etc.) all the way 
down to (at the present time) LY. Ole 
Bill is still hunting for “missing” letters 
—and would deeply appreciate hearing 
from magnifying glass specialists who will 
scan their fiscal holdings for these letters. 

One tip—no use looking on stamips be- 
fore 1935, as present evidence indicates 
these secret marks were a “dating code” 
originated with the return of the printing 
contract to the CBNCo. around that year. 
A few “secret marks” are known on earl- 
ier stamps (viz: Series A cigarettes, and 
the $100 2-Leaf Excise), but these seem to 
have been experimental, and do not fit 
into the above-mentioned series. 

In passing, Ole Bill would like to ask a 
couple of questions: 

1. Has anyone ever seen a copy of the 
Third Issue Bill Stamp, perf 12x12, on 
thick paper? This is another of those 
doubtfuls listed in all catalogues, but Ole 
Bill has inspected hundreds of copies of 
this stamp, and all 12x12s he has seen are 
on pelure paper, the thick papers are all 
111602. 

2. How many collectors can honestly 
report owning true 1114x12s of the above 
issue on pelure paper? Come on, now— 
don’t kid yourselves. Ole Bill knows you 
found a paper “somewhat thinner than 
usual.” and) filled that space in your al- 
bum with it—but it’s not the real McCoy, 
is it? 

3. Does any reader own a complete 
booklet of the 1c orange War Tax pane of 
6? If so, will he please report it to Ole 
Bill? Puh-lease? Pretty please? 

That’s all for now. See youse guys later.

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Quantities of Some Canadian Stamps 


To some the reviewing of bulk figures 
is a joy and delight—to others exasperat- 
ing. As regards the stamp hobby, no doubt 
most every œ llector is curious when it 
comes to quantities of stamps issued. The 
Canada P.O.D. is somewhat conservative 
in regard to this form of publicity. How- 
ever, as certain stamps become sold out at 
the Philatelic agency they have, on occas- 
ion, given out totals of such stamps 
printed. Below will be found one such 
listing, for regular issues, excepting coils 
and postage dues. The Edward VII and 
Tercentenary set figures have often ap- 
peared before with the exception of the 
2c Edward VIL imperf., which is included 
in this list. From 1912, the figures given 
we believe will be new information to 
many. 

Owners of various catalogues and hand- 
books will find listings of earlier stamp 
quantities—and in some instances not all 
quite correct. An English book of some 
three or four years ago essayed quantities 
on twenty-five or more not on our list, 
but we shall have to wait awhile, maybe 
quite some time before official figurzs are 
divulged. In 1935-36 we find quantities 
given in the C.P.S. Bulletins, said, “from 
sources considered to be reliable.” These 
were for fiscal years and noted booklets, 
coils and in some instances post cards and 
wrappers. However, these reports suddenly 
ceased in January, 1937. 

Herewith list of Canadian Postage 
Stamps issued since 1903, showing quant- 
ities issued, with the exception of items 
still remaining on sale through the Phila- 
telic Division at Ottawa.
